The passage of the excise bill 
became certain early in th*- day and 
the Republican leaders offered little 
opposition to it. 
Senator Borah, in a fight to have his 
lnoome tax bill substituted for the 
tax on busti ess," lost by a vote of 33 
to SB, although he mustered to his sup­ 
port nnny of the regular Republicans 
and four Democrats—Ashurst, Culber- 
•on. Hitchcock and Martin* 
The Democratic majority stood al­ 
most solidly against any change In 
the house bill that would threaten Its 
defeat. 
They declared the "tax on 
business" w-as clearly constitutional, 
'while an Income tax law had once 
been held unconstitutional by the su­ 
preme court and might again suffer 
that fate, until th# states ratify the 
amendment to the federal Constitu­ 
tion.

o 26, provides for the complete repeal 
**f the reciprocity law and for the es- 
ablishment of a rate of $2 per ton on 
rlnt paper imported from Canada, in 
lace of the present duty of $3.75. 
The senate made a change in the 
xclse bill so that the tax would not 
pply to labor organizations, agrleul- 
ural associations or fraternal organ- 
zations of an Insurance character. 
This amendment was offered by Sen­ 
ior Fletcher.

T h e It in e r a ry . 
Their e x c u s e s were borne by a 
I numlier of bankers who made the wa­ 
ger that the trip could not lie made. 
The itinerary of the travelers was as 
follows: 
June I, p. in., left Los Angeles; June 
3, sailed from Seattle, steam ship Ava 
Marti; June 14, arrived a t Yokohama; 
June Bl, left Vladivostok via Trans- 
sHierian railway June 25, arrived at 
Moscow, Russia; June 27, arrived at 
Paris; July 4. arrived in New York;
